Meters, B’, Business 


MUHETHER you are the type of collector who collects meters 
firstly and postage stamps as incidentals; or are the type of 
stamp collector who cusses the advent of the indicia, we all will 
agree the meter is with us—and apparently not only to stay 
but to invade more and more the uses of the postage stamp. 
The Twenty-First Annual Report of the Pitney-Bowes Postage 
Meter Company tells an interesting story in word and picture. 

The manner of presentation of the report tells its own story of how and why 
the meter has so successfully challenged the postage stamp. The report is 
printed in an illustrated informal discussion by the firm’s president, enclosed 
in a cover whose myriad miniature meter reproductiens might be used by sleep- 
less meter fans in lieu of counting sheep. 


Meters it is soon plain to be read are big business. Out of a gross income 
of over $4,000,000 Pitney-Bowes netted $562,041 which lends force to their 
boast that one out of every five U. S. letters is meter mailed. Despite the war, 
and use of most of facilities for war work, the British affiliate, Universal 
Postal Frankers, Ltd. also made a profit. The latter firm while not well known 
by name to philately, is supplier of cancelling machines used throughout the 
world. 


Since February Pitney-Bowes has been working a night shift and recently 
has undertaken instrument manufacture in connection with U. S. war prepara- 
tions. They attribute the increase in business to their studied and aggressive pro- 
gram of promotional advertising and publicity—as any collector visiting a PB 
exhibit can testify. There are few, if indeed any, merchants who haven’t at 
some time or other been fully acquainted with the meters advantages by a PB 
salesman and it speaks well for the postage stamp that despite this aggressive 
campaign more postage stamps were used in the U. S. last year than in the 
previous year.

The meter has 
a long way to travel before it becomes serious.

2 annas, sepia. GATEWAY OF SHIHR. 
Shihr is the principal port of entry for the 
Kathiri territory and the main distributing 
centre for the Eastern part of the Hadhra- 
maut. It has somewhere between 6,000 and 
10,000 inhabitants. Its chief industries are the 
weaving and dyeing of cloth and, in common 
with Mukalla, fish drying and curing. The 
view on this stamp illustrates well the local 
style of building and the fortress-like effect 
obtained from the absence, for defence rea- 
sons, of any windows in the lower part of 
the structures. 

2% annas, blue. SHIBAM. Shibam is the 
capital of the Qu’aiti Province of that name, 
and the most important buying market of 
the Hadhramaut. It conducts trade with the 
countries to the North and West in such 
products as maize, barley, wheat, ghee, oil, 
honey, cotton, blankets, cloth, etc. The view 
selected for this stamp depicts clearly the 
strong batter of the walls and the open 
shafts for drainage which are characteristic 
of Hadhramaut building. The absence of any 
external signs of chimneys, and the alternating 
sizes of the windows are also noticeable. 

3 ai, sepia and carmine. OUTPOST OF 
MUKALLA. The fortress depicted here is 
typical of the many that were necessary 
formerly for the protection of the towns. Al- 
though the Province of Mukalla is second in 
importance to that of Shihr, the town itself 
is the Capital of the Qu’aiti State. It pro- 
duces the best quality lime which is used to

plaster the inside walls of the buildings. When 
polished with smooth flints it looks not un- 
like marble. 

8 annas orange. "EINAT. This is a city of 
Seiyids (Spiritual leaders) and a place of sanc- 
tuary. It has 13 mosques and some 5,000 in- 
habitants. On the building shewn here the 
decorative effects are obtained by whitewash- 
ing. The stepped pyramid and arrowhead ar- 
chitectural decorations, typical of the Had- 
hramaut, are particularly noticeable. 

1 rupee, green. DU’AN. The Capital of the 
province of Du’an is Aura in the Wadi Du’- 
an, the upper part of which, known as Masna’ 
at al Aura and shown on this stamp, is en- 
tirely occupied by the castle of the Governors. 
Although not on the main caravan route Du’- 
an is yet a fairly important centre and is 
the seat of a large and growing honey indus- 
try. 

2 rupees, blue. MOSQUE IN HUREIDHA. 
Hureidha is primarily a place of religious 
teaching and has 8 mosques and about 2,- 
000 inhabitants. The wide platform is com- 
mon to many mosques and palaces in the 
Hadhramaut and is used by women for view- 
ing public ceremonies and processions. The 
photograph from which this design is copied 
was taken at the time of the Feast of the 
Pilgrimage. 

After visiting the mosque the procession goes 
on to the tombs of the local Saints. Thence 
the public disperse to visit their own fam- 
ily graves, after which the procession is re- 
formed and follows the banners to the house 
of the Mansab (or religious head of the 
town) where it finally disperses. 

5 rupees, brown and olive. MESHHED. This 
is a town in the Shibam Province. It belongs 
to the Seiyids of the clan Al’Attas who have 
their seat in Hureidha, and is the local camel 
market during the time of the annual ziyara 
in the month of Rabi’l Awal. 


THE KATHIRI STATE OF SEIYUN. 


1% annas, red. SEIYUN. Seiyun is the 
Capital of the APAbdulla Sultans and the 
largest town in the Kathiri dominions. It con- 
sists of some 1,500 houses and 50 mosques, 
together with rapidly extending suburbs. The 
population is about 20,000. The large build- 
ing in the centre of the view is the Kathiri 
Sultan’s Palace; one of the finest examples 
of the ancient style of Hadhramaut architec- 
ture with towers at its four corners. 

2 annas, sepia. TARIM. A growing town of 
about 15,000 souls. Like Seiyun it is notable 
for its many palaces equipped in modern style.

2% annas, blue 

8 annas, orange. ) MOSQUES at SEIYUN. 
The gradual slope to a point of the minarets 
is common throughout the Hadhramaut, and 
is in keeping with the steep batter of the 
walls. This latter is essential as all buildings 
are constructed solely of mud bricks which 
would otherwise crumble. 

1 rupee, green. THE SOUTH GATE OF 
TARIM. Tarim is the second largest town 
in the Kathiri dominions; its walls are over 
5 miles in length and are furnished with 25 
forts and § gates. The South Gate depicted 
on this stamp is a fine example of the ancient 
type of architecture. 

2 rupees, blue and mauve. KATHIRI 
HOUSE. This house, situated at Tibeigul near 
the town of Shibam is built entirely of mud 
brick, the decorative effect being obtained by 
whitewashing. With its strong fortress walls 
furnished with roof gardens it is a typical 
Hadhramaut building. 

5 rupees, brown and olive. DOOR OF A 
MOSQUE. The “stepped pyramid” motif is 
the oldest known architectural decoration in 
the world and was common in ancient Baby- 
lonia. The arrowheads by which it is here 
surmounted are peculiar to, and typical of the 
Hadhramaut. 


Canal Zone Officials 


The June number of The Bureau Specialist 
tells of the issuance on March 25, 1941 of a 
series of Official Stamps for the Canal Zone. 
Formerly for official mail the Zone supplied 
stamps perforated with a “P”, but the new 
issue, which will be catalogued, consists of 
the current regular and air mail series over- 
printed in black in small sans serif captial 
letters “OFFICIAL, PANAMA CANAL.” It 
is in two lines on the air mails and in three 
lines on the small size stamps. The overprint- 
ing was executed at the Panama Canal Press, 
Mount Hope, C. Z. and was carefully super- 
vised to avoid errors. Enough stamps were 
overprinted to meet estimated requirements 
for two years. They may not be sold to the 
public, nor to stamp collectors for philatelic 
purposes. Quantities were 20,000 each of Ic, 
2c, 3c and Sc; 2,000 each 10c and 15c; 
$,000 20c and 1,000 50c. Of the airmails 
there were overprinted 1,000 each of the Sc, 
10c, 20c and 40c; 10,000 15c and 
4,000 $1. Unless there is a leak in the hand- 
ling of the stamps, collectors can not expect 
to obtain these in any other form than used. 


Last Call For Duck Stamps 


At the close of business on Monday, June 
30, postmasters will withdraw from sale the 
current Migratory-Bird Hunting Permit 
Stamp. All such stamp remaining on hand 
will be destroyed upon return to Washing- 
ton. The new “Duck” stamp will be issued 
on July 1 and remain on sale until June

partment. On February 10, 1941, the first 
of the highway post offices was established 
on a route between Washington, D. C., and 
Harrisonburg, Virginia. Service on the second 
route operating between South Bend and In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, was inaugurated on May 
3, 1941. 

In announcing establishment of the third 
highway post office route, Postmaster General 
Walker took occasion to reiterate his state- 
ment in connection with the inauguration 
of this type of mail service when he said: 
“Highway post office service does not con- 
template competition in any way with exist- 
ing railway transportation. Rather, it is to 
supersede discontinued train service or sup- 
plement that which does not adequately sup- 
ply postal patrons in a given area.” 

Arrangements are now being made for the 
handling of philatelic mail on the first trip 
of the San Francisco-Pacific Grove Highway 
Post Office on August 4. Further details as 
to these philatelic arrangements will be an- 
nounced later by the Post Office Depart- 
ment.

POSTAL SERVICES THROUGHOUT THE 
world continually urge their patrons to 
place their return address on mail, but 
there is one postal service at least, in a 
Spanish language country that doesn’t fol- 
low that advice. In recent correspondence 
we ran across a stampless official enve- 
lope from the “Direccion General de Cor- 
reos y ‘Telegrafos—Registro De Expe- 
dientes” and believe it or not there was 
nothing on the cover to indicate country 
of origin. The sole postmark was a large 
oval marking with the same lettering. 
Senores, oh senores! 


NO SOONER DOES HAROLD ICKES, HE 
of gummed imperforate fame become 
Grand Overseer of the Oil Industry than 
a stamp is sought to “honor” the industry.

ONE NICE THING ABOUT THE WORLD

Daffy Denominations 


Probably the most unusual list of denomi- 
nations of stamps, even though revenues, is 
that available on the order form for In- 
ternal Revenue Tobacco Tax stamps. The 
stamps, which are issued only to permit 
holders range in denomination by eighths of 
ounce from 1/8 ounce to 2 ounces and by 
quarter ounce denominations to the 4 ounce. 
The face value of the 1/8 ounce stamp is 
$0.00140625 (at least that is what the form 
states) and purchasers are expected to do 
their own arithmetic in ordering the stamps. 
As a matter of fact all of the stamps up to 
the 7 ounce have odd face values which re- 
quire from three to eight figures to the right 
of the decimal point! The tax is 18c a 
pound, which accounts for the odd denomi- 
nations required to meet the tax on indivi- 
dual containers. The tax on the common 
3/4 ounce plug tobacco for instance is 
.0084375, and that on the 1l-ounce plug is 
01125. 

These stamps come in a great variety of 
denominations, the highest being the 24 
pound stamp with a face value of $4.32. The 
Revenue office in an attempt to simplify 
things requests purchasers to order such 
quantities of the individual low value stamps 
2s to avoid fractions in the total amount of 
the order. So evidently Tobacco ‘dealers, etc. 
are among the best mathematicians in the 
us, 

The tax on cigars varies according to the 
grade of cigar being assessed and stamps are 
issued for a tax based on 20c, 30c, 50c, $1.05 
and $1.35 per 100 cigars. The stamps are 
issued for these size packages of cigars: 3, 
$.: 7s 2@, ¥3;,. 13,. 20, 25, 90; 106, 206, 270 
and 500 cigars, making the cheapest stamp 
cost $0.006 and the highest $6.75. Some de- 
nominations are carried into odd fractional 
amounts, such as for instance the 3’s of 
Class E Cigars which cost $0.0405 each. 

From the above it would seem quite clear 
why the Internal Revenue office has never 
considered establishing a philatelic agency for 
sale of its daffily denominated stamps. 


“The South Returns” 


Hungary has overprinted the 10 filler and 
20 filler of the 1939 regular series of that 
country to commemorate regaining pre- 
World War I Hungarian territory from Jugo- 
slavia. The single line inscription reads “The 
South Returns” says the New York Times. 
There are reports Jugoslavian stamps were 
overprinted and are so scarce they are sell- 
ing at high prices in Europe. Hungarian 
troops had invaded Jugoslavia as soon as 
that country was attacked by the Germans 
and Italians.

@ The fifth congres: of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can Postal Union will be held at Rio de Ja- 
neiro commencing September 1. Past congresses 
have been postally honored in various man- 
ners. 


@ A navy post office has been established 
on the U. S. S. Long Island. The Postal Bul- 
letin announces establishment last November 
of Midway Detachment, Third Defense Bat- 
talion, Fleet Marine Force, Honolulu, Hawaii.

AGREEMENT 


BETWEEN THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED KINGDOM OF 
Gazat BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRELAND 
AND THE 
GovERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA 





WHEREAS the Government of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
lad in consultation with the Government of 
Newfoundland are desirous at this time of 
further effectuating declarations made on 
thir behalf by His Excellency the Most 
Honourable the Marquess of Lothian C: A., 
H. M. Ambassador and Plenipotentiary, in 
his communication of September 2nd, 1940, 
to the Secretary of State of the United 
States of America, copy of which is set out 
in Annex 1 hereto and made a part hereof; 
AND WHEREAS it is agreed that leases in 
wspect of naval and air bases to be leased to 
the United States of America in Newfound- 
lind, Bermuda, Jamaica, St. Lucia, Antigua, 
Trinidad and British Guiana respectively shall 
forthwith be executed substantially in the 
forms of the leases set out in Annex 2 here- 
to which are hereby approved, and that a 
f similar lease in respect of a base in the Ba- 
hamas shall be executed as soon as possible; 
AND WHEREAS it is desired to determine 
by common agreement certain matters relat- 
ing to the leases of the said bases as pro- 
| vided in the communication of September 
tnd, 1940, and the reply thereto of the same 
date from the Honourable Cordell Hull, Sec- 
tary of State of the United States of 
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America, set out in Annex 1, and made a 
part hereof; AND WHEREAS it is desired 
that this agreement shall be fulfilled in a 
spirit of good neighbourliness between t he 
Government of the United Kingdom and the 
Government of the United States of America 
and that details of its practical application 
shall be arranged by friendly co-operation, 
the undersigned, duly authorized to that ef- 
fect, have agreed as follows: 





ArticLeE XVI—Postat Facivitres 


The United States shall have a normal 
establishment of United States post offices in 
the leased areas for the exclusive use of the 
United States forces and civilian personnel 
(including contractors and their employees) 
who are nationals of the United States and 
employed in connection with the construc- 
tion, maintenance, operation or defense of the 
bases and the families of such persons for 
domestic use between United States post of- 
fices in the leased areas and between such 
post offices and other United States post of- 
fices and post offices in the Panama Canal 
Zone and the Philippine Islands.

Analyzing the items, the first two items 
are self explanatory, constituting the current 
Presidential issue. There are five kinds of 
Booklets issued, but only three kinds of 
panes: Ic, 2c, 3c, The five booklets are 24 
lc, 12 2c, 12 3c, 12 lc and 12 2c combined, 
and 96 Ic, all being sold at face plus 1c per 
book. The airmails that constitute the cur- 
rent issue are the 1926-27 10c, 15c and 20c 
Map design, the 20c and 50c Trans-Pacific, 
the 30c Tranms-Atlantic and the 6c “Eagle 
in the Bathtub.” The Airmail Special Delivery 
and three denominations of ordinary Special 
Delivery are self explanatory (the 20c is the 
flat plate, the others rotary.) The ten Dues 
are the series of rotary press %c to 50c plus 
the $1 and $5 flat plate printings. The Spe- 
cial Handling comprise the 1928 10c, 15c 
and 20c. The seven postal cards are the Ic 
Lincoln (3x5 inches), the lc Jefferson (314 
x5% inches), the 3c McKinley (1926 issue), 
the 1c double reply card (depicting George 
and Martha Washington) and the 3c double 
reply card which depicts McKinley on the 
stamps and first issued in 1926. The 22 
stamped envelopes comprise one each of each 
denomination on each color of paper in which 
that denomination comes without distinction 
as to style or size of the envelope itself.

Neither does 
the above list include other varieties of 
stamps which are sold at the Philatelic 
Agency, but not at post offices, as many of 
these are no longer issued to post offices. In

Though the 101 varieties constitute the 
cugrent regular issue, a single of each may 
not be purchased individually at any one post 
office; even the Philatelic Agency not being 
able to supply a complete set since the Agency 
does not sell Booklet Panes.

" Dear STAMP COLLECTOR 


Pardon the excessive use of the letter ‘I’ 
jn this little demi-tasse, but try and drink 
it down without the superfluous cream and 

! [’'m old fashioned, in fact, I must 
be very old fashioned! I’ve been a newsman, 
you've heard me state this before, for nigh 
ynto twenty years, and I dislike the idea of 
; woman smoking cigarets, and I did revolt 
when my mother bobbed her hair, and I 
gill worship at the shrine of Philately. Un- 
like the movie version of a newsman, and be- 
lieve me, I represent the majority, there’s 
been little of this devil-I-care attitude in all 
of the escapades of the past, and scant re- 
minders of sordid episodes. Pounding the 
pavement, or riding a wagon in those times 
were tiresome assignments, and a hobby like 
samp collecting did more than contribute its 
share toward relaxation. There was the Air- 
crafting era, and the Spad crates, the Green- 
wich Village years, and the epic of the Quill, 
bot Philately always went along in the same 
normal manner to lend its charm in happy 
hours. We used to swap stamps in those 

days! One instance still seems rather vivid 
md we can recall the genial Floyd Riggs 
who was cartoonist on the Globe. We were 
supposed to collaborate on an idea together, 
bot just couldn’t make the grade until 
samp collecting injected itself into our con- 
yesation. Floyd proved to be a collector with 
tady duplicates in his pocket to match 
mine in trade. From that minute things 
wet along swimmingly for the remainder 
of our session. We didn’t consult catalogs 
the, it was just a confidential appraisal of 
whether the other fellow had enough as his 
tare of the deal. We didn’t worry much 
about the centering of a stamp or its metic- 
tous condition. We were stamp collectors 
more interested in the travel a stamp rep- 


F tented, and its share in the field of com- 


munication than the personal appearance. We 
chose our friends in those days much as we 
dd our stamps. 

A fellow didn’t have to carry a cane in 
order to be a good write, and neither did he 
fave to wear an expensive cravat. We al- 
ways bettered a stamp copy if it was possible 
but then we reasoned, the best stamp in the 
world was torn, and yet treasured by all 
who knew of its existence. 

I've watched a great many stampists, now- 
ways, and have painfully noticed how al-

The Airpost Journal tells of the delivery in 
the U. S. in April of this year of covers 
which had been in the crash of a Panagra 
mail plane lost in the Andes mountains on 
June 19, 1938. The wreckage was finally lo- 
cated in February, 1941, near Santiago, Chile 
and the mail recovered, somewhat wrinkled 
and waterstained. The Chilean postal service 
applied a cachet explaining the delay, and 
the New York post office sent covers to ad- 
dressees_ accompanied by a typed explanation
